Claims 7-1 1 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Claim 7 
includes limitations that a plurality of etching apertures are also formed on the 
diaphragm in an area different from the heat absorption area and is considered a 
nonobvious modification of prior art inventions such as Ajisawa.
